Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


Sacramento, Jan. l). 
The Co'nui it tee on Education report­ 
ed back, the bill fixing the salary of 
.Superintendent of Public Schools in 
Los Angeles county. 
The hill repealing the Five per cent. 
Act was taken up, An attem pt was 
made to amend it so as to allow Santa 
Cru/. county to carry out its vote of 
aid, and after disenssion the bill was 
returned to the file. 
]n the afternoon the bill was again 
taken u]) and discussed. The substi­ 
tute of the minority of the Commit­ 
tee was voted down. The majority 
report wax then adopted by unani­ 
mous vote. 
a s s e m b l y . 
Mr. Bowers presented a petition 
from I). O. McCarthy, A. De Frees 
and others, citizens of San Diego 
county, asking for the passage of an 
Aet postponing the further collection 
of taxes in that county until the 1st of 
June. 
Mr. Bowers said that the aggregate 
amount of taxes in San Diego county 
would this year be about $70‘0<K), of 
which $50,000 was paid on thetirst day 
of January. That was a larger sum 
titan had ever been collected in that 
county before. Taxes had been paid 
it]) more closely, and there would be 
less delinquent this year titan former­ 
ly. He made this statement in sim­ 
ple justice to the people of the county 
where the petitioners resided. 
The petition was referred to the 
Committee on W ays and Means. 
Mr. Meyers presented a memorial of 
the California State Grange and the 
Mechanic’s Deliberative Assembly, 
relative to the State University and 
Normal School, and asking a reor­ 
ganization of the State Board of Edu­ 
cation. 
Referred to the Committee on Edu­ 
cation. 
- 
Mr. Ferguson offered the following 
preamble and resolutions: 
Whereas, a large amount of public 
land in the State of California is ini- 
Hiirveyod; and 
Whereas, a large number of persons 
have settled on said land, and are de­ 
sirous of obtaining title to thu same; 
therefore be it 
Resolved by tho Assemby, the Sen­ 
ate concurring, That our Representa­ 
tives in Congress be requested and our 
Senators instructed to endeavor to 
secure an appropriation of money suf- 
ticent to survey all of said land now 
unsurveyed in the State of California. 
Resolved, That the Governor l»e or­ 
dered to transm it copies of this reso­ 
lution to the Senators and members 
of Congress from this State and to 
the Commissioner of the General 
Land Otflee at Washington. 
Read twice and referred to the Com­ 
m ittee on Federal Relations. 
Mr. Furguson offered the following 
concurrent resolution: 
Resoved by 1 the Assembly, the Sen­ 
ate concurring, That our Representa­ 
tives in Congress be requested and our 
Senators instructed to use their influ­ 
ence to secure the amending of the 
public land iaws so as to allow actual 


settlers on the public domain in the 
foothills of the State of California to 
pre-empt or homestead 640 acres of 
mini, and that the minimum price of 
said land lie fixed at SI 25 per aere; 
and that tim ber lands lie sold in tracts 
not exceeding 040 acres, and that the 
m inimum price of said timber lands 
be fixed at $2 50 per acre. 
Resolved, That the Governor be re­ 
quested to forward a copy of these res­ 
olutions to our Senators and Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress, and to the 
Commissioner of the General Land 
Office, at W ashington. 
Referred to the Conunitte of Public 
Lands. 
Senate Bill, No. 33.—An Act to 
repeal an Act entitled an Act to en­ 
courage the destruction of squirrels, 
gophers and other wild animals in 
this State, approved February 13,1873, 
so far as it relates to the county of Los 
Angeles county—was read twice, and 
furred to the the Los Angeles delega­ 
tion. 
The two liousesmet in joint conven­ 
tion for the election of trustees of the 
State Library. The result of the ballot 
is as follows: necessary toa choice, 00; 
whereof Amstrong received 55; Mott, 
ill ; Green, 80; Hatch, 75 ; Hamilton, 
75; Hove, 40 ; Cluness, 34, Belcher 37; 
Raymond, 
48. 
Armstrong, Mctt, 
Hatch, Green and Hamilton having 
received a majority of all the votes 
east, are duly declared Trustees of the 
State ¿Library for the term of four 
years.*

Apportionment. 


The Legislative Apportioment Bill 
introduced by Mr. Evans providing 
for a re-districting of tlve State, makes 
the following arangement of| districts 
in the Southern portion of the State: 
Section 1. 
The counties of San 
Diego, San Bernardino and Inyo, shall 
lie tlie First Senatorial District, and 
shall elect one Senator: San Diego 
shall elect one member of the As­ 
sembly. The counties of San Bernar­ 
dino and Inyo shall jointly elect one 
member of the Assembly. 
See. 2. The county of Los Angeles 
shall be the Second Senatorial Dis­ 
trict, and shall elect one Senator and 
two members of the Assembly. 
Sec. 3. The counties of Santa Bar­ 
bara and San Luis Obispo shall be the 
Third Senatorial District, and shall 
elect one Senator, and each county 
shall elect one member of the As­ 
sembly. 
Sec. 4. 
ThC counties of Tulare, 
Fresno and Kern, shall be the Fourth 
Senatorial District, and shall eiect one 
Senator. Fresno shall elect one mem­ 
ber of the Assembly; and Tulare and 
Kern shall jointly elect one member 
of the Assembly. 
The county of Ventura seems to 
have been overlooked entirely in this 
arrangement, but we suppose it will 
be provided for somewhere, before the 
biil becomes a law. 


Arizona Items. 


Jas. S. Thomas, Sheriff ef Yavapai 
county, bus absconded. He took with 
him hut little money, though he was 
heavily in debt. The county will not 
lose anything, but his bondsmen will 
lie out a thousand or so. 
It was rumored in town yesterday 
afternoon t hat a rich gulch had been 
struck somewhere on upper Lynch 
creek, out of which miners were taking 
gold by the ounce. 
A party of five which started from 
the Verde for Camp Apache, by the 
new road, was obliged to return, hav­ 
ing found so much snow forty miles 
east from the river th at they could 
not go farther. 
A detail of soldiers had been sent 
out on the New Mexico road, to carry 
relief to a party that had got snowed 
in on tlie* Mogollon range, and sent in 
to Camp Verde for help. 
We saw a m an from Lynx creek 
this morning, who had in his posses­ 
sion about two ounces of gold, which 
he made in one day witli a rocker. 
This gold was in large pieces, the 
largest one of which looked as if it 
might weigh twelve or fifteen dollars. 
Major Evans, Inspector-General of 
tiie Department, and Colonel Nelson, 
Paymaster, started from Headquarters 
for the Colorado this morning. 
Evans 
goes to inspect and Nelson to pay the 
posts of Beale Springs and Mohave. 
W. B. Hellings & Co., have had a 
lot of Yellow French Sugar Beet seed 
come on which they have distributed 
to the farmers in the valley. 
It is 
their intention to go into the manu­ 
facture of beet sugar, which they can 
do at very little cost, as their flour mill 
machinery will also answer for the 
sugar factory.

W alnut 
Grove, was in town yesterday. He re­ 
ports th at his father had found very 
rich rock on his claim on the north 
extension of the Vesuvius, and had 
let a contract to run a tunnel to strke 
the ledge at quite a depth. The tun­ 
nel is iu about thirty feet and will 
reaeli the vein in fifteen or twenty 
feet further. On the discovery claim 
there is little change. 
Work is going 
on in a rich body of ore, and all are 
feeling well. Prospecting is going on 
constantly.

Smith and W. F. Banning, the day 
before Christmas found a vein of very 
rich gold-bearing ore, about six miles 
from W alnut Grove, and they were in 
high glee over it. John W hite and 
others, since water has come, are go­ 
ing to repair and extend the Placerita 
ditch, and will make money while 
water lasts,—[Daily Miner.

C ushing for Chief Justice. 


The Administration journals in the 
East, that had no word of condemna­ 
tion for the nomination of the politi­ 
cian Williams, are furious at the sub­ 
stitution of Cushing’s name. This is 
no more than was to be expected. 
There is no position, in the eye of the 
regular political organ, that ought not 
to be used to reward a political m ana­ 
ger, and no m atter what the fitness of 
the man, he has not in their opinion, 
a particle of right to hold an office, un­ 
less he has rendered the appointing 
power, services In the caucus or on 
the stump. 
If he has manipulated 
the primaries successfully he may 
aspire to the Supreme bench or rep­ 
resent the nation in the proudest 
courts of the Old Wrorld, but if he has 
quietly gone about his business, and 
let the dirty herd of political shufflers 
alone, no m atter how valuable his 
services to the world,he cannot receive 
the support of an “ organ” for the 
humblest position. Caleb Cushing is 
probably one of the ablest and most 
profoundly learned men in the United 
States. The only strong objection to 
his appointment as Chief Justice lies 
in his great age, but he is still in vig­ 
orous health and the fnll enjoyment of 
his astonishing mental powers, and 
may hope to live several years to 
adorn the high position that has been 
tendered to him. We should have 
preferí ed the appointment of either 
Wm. M. Evarts or Charles O’Connor, 
the two greatest lawyers of the nation 
who are yet in the full possession of 
m anly vigor, and likely to continue 
for a long period of years to shed the 
luatre of their brilliant attainm ents on 
the jurisprudence 
of the United 
States. W ith a Supreme Bench com­ 
posed of such men as these, the deci­ 
sions of our highest Court would com­ 
pel the respect of the whole world, 
and prove the surest bulwark of our lib­ 
erties. But it is too much, probably, to 
expect the appointment of such men 
from an Executive who packed the 
the Court with creatures like Strong; 
and we ought to be grateful for the 
happy chance that has brought about 
so good a thing as the nomination of 
Cushing. 


Th* New Ca* Com pany. 


The gas men were in close consulta­ 
tion yesterday, and everything seems 
to be moving along favorably. The 
old Company seems willing to sell 
their works, taking stock in the new 
organization in payment, and if they 
will take a price that is reasonable, 
there is little doubt that the arrange­ 
ments will all be made. Our leading 
business men appreciate the import­ 
ance of having the right kind of works. 
The works of the old company, though 
they have cost a good deal, are so 
faultily constructed that they cannot 
produce a good quality of gas without 
too much expense, and new works 
will be built even if an amieuble ar­ 
rangement is made. A meeting will 
be held to-day at which all the pre­ 
liminaries will be settled, and the 
necessary steps taken to perfect the 
organization. 
We think it highly 
important that our citizens should 
generally subscribe for the stock of 
this new company. U the stock is 
held in small quantities by the actual 
consumers of gas, the interest of pro­ 
ducer and consumer would be the 
same, and we should hear less of the 
contention that is so generally going 
on about the cost and quality of the 
gas. There are a good many consum­ 
ers in this city who, under the present 
circumstances, pay from $250 to $500 
per year, while a few even run up to 
$1,000. 
These bills can, by proper 
management, be reduced almost, if 
not quite one half, and the best way 
to insure this is for the men that are 
interested to take the stock, and 
thus control it themselves. If there is 
any profit in the manufacture of gas, 
and it is generally supposed to be a 
very remunerative business, the gain 
will accrue to those who have to use 
it. If the stock is generally distrib­ 
uted among our citizens, no one will 
have as much interest in the making 
of money by the compuny as he will 
in the production of a good article of 
gas, and in its being furnished at a 
low price. 
We therefore earnestly 
urge on all our business men the im­ 
portance of giving their attention to 
this matter, and of making the new 
enterprise a complete success.

G r e e n b a o k s . 


We have just received a letter from 
a subscriber in Michigan, commend­ 
ing our views on the greenback ques­ 
tion, and making a few points that are 
worthy of consideration. Our corres­ 
pondent thinks that Eastern people 
are not any too willing to sacrifice ten 
or twelve per cent, of their entire cap­ 
ital, after paying the exorbitant rail­ 
road fares required to get here, and 
goes on to say that if we want ener­ 
getic men of small capital to settle in 
our State and help develop it, we must 
cease to levy such a tax on them for 
the privilege of becoming citizens. 
He is right in assuring, as he does, 
our people that they cannot adopt the 
greenback currency a moment too 
soon. We are keeping population and 
capital out of the State, and subject­ 
ing ourselves to a heavy tax all the 
time. If the State will make all de­ 
mands owing to or by it, payuble in 
currency, it will not take very long to 
introduce the greenbacks everywhere. 
Capital would then flow in to be in­ 
vested in our mines, our.petroleum, 
manufactures, and farming, and an 
era of prosperity would be inaugura­ 
ted, such as we have never before ex­ 
perienced. We need capital to devel- 
ope our great agricultural and horti­ 
cultural resources. 
We need manu­ 
factures, and there are a thousand 
other interests that capital alone will 
vivify, but Instead of inviting capital 
by every means in our power, we 
cling to the metallic currency, and 
shut out the millions of Eastern funds 
that would otherwise flew in and be 
invested among us. 


T he editor of the Star is down on 
his marrow bones praying for the re­ 
moval of the H e r a ld . No wonder; 
this paper is badly in its way, but 
then we did not expect him to be can­ 
did enongh to acknowledge it. 


Accident to a Stage. 


The Kern County Courier of 10th 
gives the following particulars of an 
accident to the stage, in crossing the 
Kern river: 
The stage that left this place on the 
3d instant for Delano, met with a seri­ 
ous accident in crossing the river. 
When the ferryboat reached the m id­ 
dle of the stream the leaders of the 
stage team took fright, turned round 
and forced the whole team into a sud­ 
den retrograde movement th at result­ 
ed in precipitating both stage and 
horses iuto the deep and rapid river. 
It happened to be one of those rare oc­ 
casions when there were very few pas­ 
sengers. 
It happened that only two 
passengers were inside the stage, both 
active men, a third one having got 
out when the stage drove on the boat. 
The water was about six feet deep, 
with a bottom of quick sand. The 
stage rolled over and over, and was 
carried 
some 
distance 
down the 
stream. 
The passengers extricated 
themselves with difficulty, one being 
nearly drowned. 
One horse 
was 
drowned, and all would have been but 
for the bravery and presence of mind 
of some unknown individual on the 
opposite bank, who plunged in and 
m aking his way among the struggling 
horses, cut them loose with his knife 
in time to save them all but one. As­ 
sistance was procured from town as 
soon as possible and the stage extricat­ 
ed. A good deal of damage was of 
course done to baggage, express m at­ 
ter and the mails. 
Nothing of any 
importance was lost. One mail bag 
floated down stream and was not re­ 
covered until two days afterwards. 
It 
proved to be from Arizona. It was 
fortunate there were no ladies and 
children passengers. Had it been so 
their death would have been inevita­ 
ble. Only the day before there had 
been an unusual proportion ef this 
kind of freight. The accident was the 
result of neglect in not closing the 
gates at the ends of the boat. The 
craft itself is one of the largest, strong­ 
est and safest of its kind, if the means 
of security it affords are availed of. 
Mr. Thoms, representing the Stage 
Company, promptly paid all damages 
and satisfied everyone for services ren­ 
dered, not forgetting a liberal remu­ 
neration to the man that saved the 
horses. 


Mr. G. W. Bevis, of the Barnes set­ 
tlement, gives us his experience the 
past year with alfalfa. The year pre­ 
vious he had sown two measured 
acres with this grass, but very thinly. 
That year he used it for grazing pur­ 
poses. The past year, the grass stand­ 
ing rather thinly, he mowed it twice 
for hay, and permitted the third erop 
to go to seed. The yield of hay was 
seven tons, netting him $10 per ton, 
and of seed 1,176 Ids, netting him 20 
cents per pound, the whole crop of the 
two acres yielding a profit of $300 20. 
Besides he had of seed not clean 
enough for market, what has sufficed 
for him to sow ten acres, and a pair of 
colts grazed the little field all summer 
without perceptible damage to the 
crop. The yield of hay is very mod­ 
erate, but that of seed is large. Still, 
without being extraordinary, the re­ 
sult is highly satisfactory as showing 
under ordinary circumstances, the 
profits that may be expected from this 
crop. The patch of alfalfa was never 
irrigated.—[Kern Co. Courier. 
Query.

At The Mission. 


The party of gentlemen which left 
the city last Saturday morning for the 
“Oil Regions,” report having had a 
very pieasant trip. Mr. Kraszynski 
the accommodating landlord of the 
Lyon’s Station Hotel, the headquar­ 
ters of the party, did his utmost to 
make it pleasant to all during their 
stay. 
The vicinity of this station is 
an exceedingly picturesque one, and 
as healthy as it is beautiful. 
In re­ 
turning, the party called at the Mis­ 
sion San Fernando, and at the invita­ 
tion of Señor Don Andreas Pico, the 
courtly and affable proprietor, visited 
the different apartments of the an­ 
cient, though well preserved mansion. 
General Pico has a rare collection of 
old 
relics, 
such as swords, 
guns, 
spurs, 
etc., used 
by the Indians 
and inhabitants of California during 
the latter part of the last century, the 
history of which, and incidents con­ 
nected with them, were quite inter­ 
esting. The tine Olive orchard which 
encircles the Mission buildings is 
probably 
the oldest and finest in 
America, ami must be valuable prop­ 
erty. 
After 
partaking 
of 
some 
choice wines and fruit, the party pro­ 
ceeded homeward, feeling that their 
brief sojourn at the Mission was one 
of pleasure and protit and with the im­ 
pression |that |Senor Don Andreas 
Pico was as “happy as a K ing.” 


Land Troubles in El Monte. 


The l'otrero Grande grant, in this 
county, lias been the bone of conten­ 
tion for some time. 
It covers a large 
amount of land in El Monte, that for 
a considerable length of tim e has been 
in the possession of settlers who have 
sworn that they will not give it lip, 
and that bloodshed would he the re­ 
sult of any attempt to dispossess them. 
About six months ago, in the suit of 
Temple aud Sanchez against B. New­ 
man and others, the plaintitfs, who 
are the owners of the grant, obtained 
judgement 
against the parties in 
possession, as trespassers ou their 
lands, 
and 
an 
execution 
was 
issued 
and 
placed 
in the hands 
of Sheriff Rowland. The time al­ 
lowed the defendants to give peaca- 
ble possession expired the other day, 
and the Sheriff went out Monday eve­ 
ning to remove them. He found New­ 
man and others in the house, and so 
Itarricaded that it would be difficult 
to get at them. Returning to town, 
lie made arrangements for a more vig­ 
orous campaign, and yesterday morn­ 
ing, accompanied by deputies Bald­ 
win, Gabriel, and some others, he 
again went out to serve the writ. On 
approaching the house he found it 
still occupied by Newman and the 
party. 
As soon as the design of the 
¡sheriff's party was made plain to the 
inmates, they fired, inflicting a severe 
and probably dangerous wound in 
the breast 
and shoulder of 
Pete 
Gabriel. This hostile demonstration 
induced the Sheriffto return to town 
for more reinforcements. Calling out 
a posse he returned to the scene of 
hostilities determined to storm the 
fortress and carry out the mandate of 
the writ. In the meantime, fright­ 
ened by the probable consequences of 
their unlawful resistance to the offi­ 
cers, the party in possession dropped 
the offensive and Newman, the prin­ 
cipal in the affair, gave himself up to 
the Sheriff. 
He was brought to the 
city last evening and placed in jail. 
We understand that at a late hour Ga­ 
briel’s wound was declared serious, 
and it was believed that he was bleed­ 
ing inwardly. 


The Dexter Saloon Robbery. 


The officers have been busily en­ 
gaged in ferreting out the particulars 
of the robbery of the Deleter saloon 
on Friday night, and on|Moniiay night 
succeeded in arresting the perpetra­ 
tors. A few days since Dave Cun­ 
ningham was discharged from the 
county jail without a cent of money, 
and hence when seen drunk and spend­ 
ing money freely, getting u twenty- 
dollar piece changed at Desmond’s hat 
store, the suspicions of the police were 
aroused, and officer Hartlee at once 
set about watching him. 
Monday 
evening 
lie 
was 
seen 
to 
enter 
the Los Angeles saloon on Los Angeles 
street and the officer passing around a 
corner soon found him in conversa­ 
tion with “Se\\-n-up Joe,” another 
suspicious character, and after listen­ 
ing a short time heard enough to con­ 
vince him that Cunningham was the 
man who committed the burglary. 
Promptly arresting his men, he found 
seventy-six dollars of the money in 
Cunningham’s possession. 
Seventy 
dollars of this, three twenties and a 
ten dollar piece in gold were in his 
haitdwhenne was taken, and six dol­ 
lars in silver change, was found in 
his pockets. Cunningham was put in 
jail, but Joe was retained by Hartlee, 
anu on a Womise from the latter that 
he would let him off, 
Joe made 
a clean breast of 
tlie whole af­ 
fair, and showed him where the 
remainder of the money was conceal­ 
ed. 
According to his statement Cun­ 
ningham did the Job alone, his only 
part being to stand at the door while 
Cunningham went in after the money. 
'Flie remainder of the money was 
found buried in a field near the river, 
on First street, Officer Hartlee going 
with Joe to the place at about J o’clock 
at night. On digging up the coin, two 
sacks were found, one containing 
$¿02 7Ó, and the other $78 59, making 
with the money found on Cunning­ 
ham, $357 25, recovered. 
Cunning­ 
ham declares that he spent about $50, 
and that this, together 
with 
the 
amount recovered is all that was 
taken, the story that $800 was stolen, 
and that three-fingered Jack had a 
part of the money, being according to 
him all a mistake. Officer Hartlee is 
entitled to great credit for energy and 
sagacity in working up this ease.
